English spelling was originally pwcly 
fonetic, and our present complicated sys- 
tem has developt as a result of three 
sorts of influence, two of which are 
purely external and are unrelated to the 
natural process of evolution. It has 
been made complicated by the system of 
notation used by the French conquerors 
after the Norman Conquest, and by the 
later importation of French words; by 
the influence of the first printers in the 
15th century, who used Dutch spell- 
ings for English sounds ; and by etymol- 
ogists, who attempted to make spelling 
represent something more than the 
spoken speech. It has been simplified by 
reformers who began their w'ork as 
early as 1554, and who hav continued 
their efforts from that time up to the 
present with varying success. In addi- 
tion to these, but having les influence 
than either, is the' process of natural 
evolution wliich has been checkt recently 
by the influence of the dictionaries. It is 
interesting to note that the editors of the 
six great modern English dictionaries 
not only approve of the movement and 
in some of the dictionaries giv vocabu- 
lary place to the simplified forms, but ar 
also members of the Simplified Spelling 
Board. 

The Norman conquerors attempted to 


mittee made certain proposals which wer 
adopted by the American Philological 
Association In 1898 the National Edu- 
cation Association adopted the Twelv 
Words, program, catalog, decalog, pro- 
log, demagog, pedagog, tho, altho, thoro, 
tkorofare, thru, thruout; and in 1906 the 
Simplified Spelling Board was found to 
carry on the work alrcdy begun.

As a first step, the Simplified Spelling 
Board is recommending the immediate 
use, in scools, colleges, and private cor- 
respondence, of the simpler spellings 
having the authority of the dictionaries, 
as traveler for traveller, gram for 
gramme, and of the Twelv Words which 
wer adopted by the National Education 
Association in 1898. As this mesure 
finds favor it is the plan of the Board 
to secure the adoption in current use of 
more of its recommendations. 

In addition to the 247 newspapers and 
periodicals, with a combined circulation 
of nearly 12,000,000, and the 143 univer- 
sities, colleges, and normal scools which 
hav approved the movement and ar us- 
ing some of the simpler forms, the 
movement has been endorst by the State 
Teachers’ Associations of 18 States, by 
the National Education Association, by 
the Modern Language Association of 
America, and many others, while a num- 
ber of spelling books and^State courses 
of study include some of the simplifica- 
tions in their regular lists or ad a state- 
ment of the principles of the Simplified 
Spelling Board and approve of its 
recommendations.

Prof. Willis L. Moort. in a statement 
issued last Saturday declares that the 
Carothers long-distance weather fore- 
cast as published in The Hatchet ac- 
curately foretold the cold Bnap of the end 
of last week, while the Government 
Weather bureau utterly failed to fore- 
cast it. He says: 

“Professor Marvin’s Weather Bureau 
forecast for the week beginning Sunday, 
April 2, says: 

‘“No unusually low temperatures for 
the season, however, are probable in any 
section. Indications are that during the 
coming week temperatures will average 
near the normal throughout the Eastern 
and Southern States. ♦ * ♦ ’ 

“By reference to The University 
Hatchet of March 31, it may be learned 
that on March 22, the Carothers fore- 
casts accurately described the unusual 
frost that has visited this region.

foren clement into our spelling thru the 
.same .sort of process that had effected 
the changes in the case of the Normans. 
This is exemplified by the change of 
gost to ghost, for gh is not an English 
combination, and generally where it ap- 
pears, it is the result of the influence of 
men whose nativ language was not Eng- 
lish. 

In the third place the etymologists, 
shortly after the age of Shakespeare, at- 
tempted to make the spelling represent 
the source or the history of words. Un- 
fortunately many t>f their changes wer 
based upon ignorance combined with 
imagination. For example, they inserted 
an s in island because of the mistaken 
idea that the word was related to the 
French isle, and they introduced a b in 
debt which conceals the fact that the 
word came to English thru the medium 
of French, and erroneously indicates that 
it came directly from the Latin. 

The early reformers attempted to 
make our spelling fonetic by the intro- 
duction of new symbols, so that there 
might be a single symbol for each sound. 
This movement was unsuccessful, but the 
later simplifiers attempted merely to 
omit the silent letters, and they wer more 
successful, as is indicated by the fact 
that we now spell gun without a final ne, 
war without a final re, and logic with a 
final ic insted ique. The examples just 
cited ar among the reforms proposed by 
James Howell in his Grammar of 1662. 

The present movement in America for 
simplified spelling began in 1875. when 
the American Philological Association 
appointed a Committee to report upon 
the subject. This Committee, consisting 
of Professor W. D. Whitney, of Yale; 
Professor F. A. March, of Lafayette; 
Professor F. A. Child, of Harvard; 
Professor J. H. Trumbull, of Yale, and 
Professor S. S. Haldeman, of die Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, in 1876 reported 
favorably in respect to the effoi^ to re- 
form English spelling, and a later Corn- 


year, practically equivalent to an indirect 
tax of $i per capita for every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, 
The Simplified Spelling Board does 
not believe that radical or revolutionary 
action is desirable or likely to be effec- 
tiv. It aims to aid in bringing about the 
rational and scientific spelling of Eng- 
lish by gradual and evolutionary changes. 
Spelling always has changed and wil 
continue to do so. It is the desire of the 
Board to giv intelligent direction to this 
natural process, and to hasten the move- 
ment in the interests of reason and econ- 
omy.
